As  indicated  by  lubles  II,  III  and  XV  there  has  teen  a  steady  growth  in 

the  Amusement s  Branch.  She  Amusement s  "ax  collected  in  1554  exceeded  the  tax 
collected  in  the  previous  year  "by  5.9$.  During  the  year  the  Board  of  Moving  Picture 
Censors  reviewed  4,146  films.  Sho  screening  rooa  is  now  equipped  to  handle  nil 
types  of  film  that  nay  he  submitted  for  censorship  and  in  the  past  year  64  Cinema¬ 
scope  subjects  were  processed. 

During  the  year  1954  there  was  a  snail  decrease  in  the  number  of  companies 
incorporated  under  the  Companies  Act  thila  registrations  of  foreign  or  extra- 
provincial  companies  showed  some  increase.  Incorporations  and  registrations  of  oil 
and  gas  companies  continued  to  docline.  At  Dee  eater  31st,  1954  there  were  3,400 
active  Alberta,  companies  and  2,422  active  foreign  or  extra-provincial  companies  on 
the  Register,  In  the  1954  calendar  year  1,177  companies  were  incorporated  under  tho 
Act  'and  201  certificates  of  registration  were  granted  to  foreign  or  extra-provincial 
companies.  As  well,  a  large  number  of  certificates  vers  issued  providing  for  change., 
in  capital,  changes  in  corporate  names,  etc. 

By  neans  of  inspections  of  public  buildings,  review  of  plans  of  now  build¬ 
ings,  lectures,  film  showings,  demonstrations  and  fire  prevention  education,  the 
Biro  .Prevention  Branch  has  continued  its  program  in  an  effort  to  reduce  tho  loss 
of  life  end  property  resulting  from  fires.  Fireman  ship  competitions  were  held  in 
Peace  Diver,  St.  Paul,  Calgary,  Coleman  and  Rsduater.  She  Fire  Commissioner  and 
his  staff,  with  the  co-operation  of  local  fire  departments,  directed  and  promoted  a 
vigorous  fire  prevention  week  campaign.  Che  success  of  this  campaign  is  indicated 
by  the  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  municipalities  participating  and  tho 
fact  that  six  municipalities  received  awards  frea  tho  national  Eire  Protection  Assoc¬ 
iation  with  headquarters  at  Boston,  Massachusetts.  In  support  of  provincial  civil 
defence  plans,  and  accompanied  and  assisted  by  the  Deputy  Biro  Commissioner,  the 
Eire  Commissioner  attended  regular  civil  defence  nestings,  participated  in  civil 
defence  exercises  and  conducted  civil  defence  fire  schools.  lectures  on  fire  wore 
given  at  provincial  civil  defence  schools  and  tho  auxiliary  firemen  training  program 
using  five  civil  defence  training  pumpers  was  supervised  through  the  Civil  Defence 
Eire  and  Plood  Committee  of  which  the  iire  Commissioner  is  chairman.  She  fire  hose 
conversion  field  work,  as  a  civil  defence  project,  has  been  supervised  by  tho  lire 
Commissioner  through  the  employment  of  two  additional  inspectors  and  this  year  the 
job  baa  been  virtually  completed. 
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Af,  has  been  the  experience  in  past  years,  the  revenue  for  the  year  195^ 


from  fuel  oil  tarn  again  shows  a  substantial  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

As  well,  the  sale  of  non-taxable  products  continues  to  increase,  with  the  hulk  of 
this  being  bunker  fuel  oil  used  as  a  result  of  the  railway  conversion  program  fro: 

coal  to  oil. 


Ehe  Insurance  Branch,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Insurance,  administers  the  Alt  or  to.  Insurance  Act  to  ensure  that  only  reliable 
companies ,  agents  and  adjusters  ars  licensed  to  operate  in  the  rsrovinco.  A  statist¬ 
ical  outline  of  the  activities  of  the  Branch  is  set  out  in  fable  IX.  Premiums  paid 
by  Alberts'  policyholders  during  the  1953  calendar  year  increased  by  more  than  15$ 
over  the  previous  year  to  $70,371,736.  (i.e.  approximately  $?0  per  capita).  In 

addition  to  the  Alberta  Insurance  Act  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  is  charged 
-  <?i  „h  ih©  administration  of  the  Heal  Bct&to  Agent b 3  Licensing  Act,  Che  Branch 
.'investigates  all  complaints  made  by  the  public  in  respect  of  insurance  and  real 
estate  transactions  and  as  circumstances  require  exercises  the  remedial  measures  of 
the  law  against  persons  in  contravention  of  those  Acts.
